COST OF SCHEME, 

The government scheme would 
cost 148,000,000 pounds per year 
compared with the Beveridge esti- 
mate of 170,000,000 pounds.

New National 
Policy Urged 
For Dominion 


SASKATOON, Feb. 17—(CP)— 
A new national policy for Canada, 
providing for maximum produc- 
ton, full employment, fair prices 
for agriculture and fair wages for | 
labor “without the loss of free- 
dom,” was urged here yesterday 
by John Bracken, Dominion lead- 
er of the Progressive Conserva- 
tive party. U 
Addressing the convention of the 
Saskatchewan Progressive Conser- 
vative Association, Mr. Bracken 
declared the new policy he was ad- 
vocating should be so embrasive 
“that everyone can get on the band- 
wagon and feel that they are work- 
ing for themselves, for their child- 
ren and for the boys and girls when! 
they come back from overseas.” 


GIVES KEY POINTS 

Mr. Bracken enunciated the fol- 
lowing key points as a basis for a 
national policy: 

1, Canada for the Canadian peo- 
ple, but not a policy of isolation. 

2. Full development of the coun- 
try’s national resources, 

3. Share the fruits of develop- 
ment equitably, with agriculture, 
labor and industry sitting in with 
the government to discuss their 
common problems. 

4. Raise living standards by pro- 
moting trade. 

5. Raise living standards by pro- 
molting peace, 

Dwelling on the fifth point, Mr. 
Bracken declared that 10 times 
as much had been spent by the 
dominion in one year for war as 
had ever been spent in one year 
during peace. 

“The wider free trade we build, 
the higher the standard of living,” 
he said. “Let us be partners in 
the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions, cousins in the United States, 
friends of all other nations and yet 
not lose our aulonomy. Let us sit 
in with other nations and see what 
can be done.” 

CITES NATIONAL POLICY 

Continuing, Mr. Bracken quoted 
from the national policy advanced 
more than 75 years ago by Sir John 
A. Macdonald, one of the Fathers 
of Confederation: “Markets at home 
when denied them abroad; pros- 
perity by developing resources; 
security by providing work; and 
Canadian unity.” 

He declared there was less 
unity today than at any time in 
the history of Canada. Labor had 
been overlooked, agriculture for- 
gotten and Quebec had been 
“misled” for many years and “de- 
ceived” for the past five years. 
“One task we face is to rebuild 

what Sir John A. Macdonald tried; 
to build and Sir Wilfred Laurier 
sought to maintain, he said. 

Referring to bonuses received by 
western agriculture in past year, 
Mr. Bracken declared: “No longer 
should the western farmers be 
looked upon as the poor relations, 
for if the price of farm products 
had been fair they would have re- 
ceived 10 times as much as they 
received by way of farm bonuses.”

Under cover of a terrific rolling 
barrage laid down by their massed 
artillery and fighter-bombers, 
waves of Nazi troops charged 
against the British positions astride 
the Aprilia-Anzio highway, 

Big German tanks lunged in be- 
hind the infantry, probing for a 
weak spot in the Allied lines, and 
came to grips with British armored 
forces, 


PLANES CHARGE TROOPS 


Hundreds of Allied fighter-bomb- 
ers streamed into the battle, tang- 
ling with the low-flying enemy 
planes and ripping up the charging 
German troops with bombs and 
gunfire. 

Front reports said the enemy of- 
fensive was met everywhere by de- 
termined resistance and it was indi- 
cated that British lines were hold- 
ing fast, 

The German attacks continued 
throughout the day and all last 
night, however, and at daybreak 
this morning they were increas- 

ing in fury as the Nazis fought 
fanatically to achieve a break- 
through, 

(The German high command 
tacitly acknowledged that its offen- 
sive had not yet succeeded in 
breaking the Allied lines, The Nazi 
communique this morning reported 
that British troops and tanks coun- 
ter-attacked in the Aprilia sector, 
and made no reference to German 
gains.) 


GREAT BARRAGE 


(A BBC broadcast said the Ger- 
man attack was preceded by a 24- 
heur artillery barrage, and Radio 
Rome said that “never before in 
Italy has there been such a power- 
ful deployment of artillery as in 
the beachhead.”) 

The full fury of the German as- 
Sault again centred on a narrow 
sector of the beachhead in the 
Aprilia area, where the Nazis open- 
ed their first large-scale offensive 
last week in an effort to break out 
their armored forces onto the main 
highway leading to Anzio and the 
sea. 

The first enemy defensive col- 
lapsed Saturday after five days of 
furious fighting, and Gen. Sir 
Harold R. L. G. Alexander de- 
clared confidently that the beach- 
head would be held, 

In the intervening three days, 
however, the Germans were be- 
lieved to have reinforced their 
wearied divisions and it appeared 
that the new offensive was on an 
even gréater scale than their first 


WEATHER AIDS ALLIES

Thirdly, a doc- 
tor retains full liberty to pursue his 
own practice with his own methods 
without outside clinical interfer- 
ence. 

Subject to these restrictions, 

local authorities will be encour- 
aged to develop their own 
schemes for free doctors, drugs, 
medicines, hospital treatment and 
i s’ advice, while in select- 
ed areas, the ministry of health 
will develop health centres, offer- 
ing local doctors facilities that 
few now enjoy outside London 
and the larger cities, 

Hospitals will come under na- 
tional control, but private institu- 
tions now supported partly by 
funds from the public will continue 
under their own management, 


FINANCING VAGUE 


The white paper said the remun- 
eration of doctors joining the 
health service should be uniform 
throughout the country, the exact 
amount to be determined by nego- 
tiation. 

Somewhat vague regarding fi- 
nances, the white paper suggested 
that part of the $592,000,000 be 
raised by local authorities through 
rates, the remainder to come from 
whatever social insurance fund the 
government finally establishes.

will comprise not more than eight 
members. 


EXAMINE AGENCY 

The board may examine the rec- 
ords of the bargaining agency, con- 
duct a vote, or otherwise satisfy 
itself that the agency is a proper 
one to act on behalf of the em- 
ployees. The bargaining unit may 
then be certified, specifying the 
employees to whom the negotia- 
tions shall apply. 

Any resulting agreement will ap- 
ply to all employees in the groups 
specified by the board. 

Ten months after the start of 
the term of a collective bargain- 
ing agreement, entered into 
either before or after the code 
was introduced, employees may 
elect new bargaining representa- 
tives, the code states. 


On certification, the bargaining 
agency may give the employer 10 
days’ notice requiring the opening 
of negotiations for an agreement. 
The code requires that the parties 
Shall then “negotiate in good faith” 
and “make every reasonable effort 
to conclude a collective agree- 
ment.” 

If after 30 days’ negotiation either 
party believes an agreement will 
not be completed in a reasonable 
time, intervention of the board may 
be sought. The minister shall then 
within three days appoint a con- 
ciliation officer to confer with the 
parties. This officer may recom- 
mend the appointment of a concilia- 
tion board.

‘Mr. Massey's position is that of 
go-between for Canada and the 
British government, including the 
war office, on matters of policy, in- 
cluding high military policy.

MOSCOW, Feb. 17.—Rus- 
sian troops hammered fan- 
atically-resisting German sur- 
vivors deeper into the Cher- 
kasi pocket with bayonets, 
rifle butts and grenades today 
as the battle of extermination 
against the encircled Eighth 
Army reached the final hand- 
to-hand stage. 

(Russian parachutists have 
landed behind the German lines 
at Narva and Russian naval ves- 
sels in the Gulf of Finland are 
pounding the defences of the Es- 
tonian city as Soviet forces press 
in from the east, Helsinki dis- 
patches said today. 

(The dispatches said the para- 
chute landings were made in the 
vicinity of Vaivara, about 15 miles 
west of Narva on the road to Reval, 
Estonian capital.) 

Soviet spearheads swept to with- 
ing a little more than 35 miles of 
Pskov, strategic northern gateway 
to the Baltic, in pursuit of fleeing 
German units. The enemy appeared 
to be in full retreat through the 
forests and lake country. 

Close-quarter fighting develop- 
ed in the Cherkasi pocket in the 
central Ukraine as the Soviets’ 
relentless tightening of their 
ring of encirclement robbed the 
German remnants of freedom to 
manoeuvre and forced them to 
stand almost back to back in 
fighting off Russian attacks on all 
sides. 

More than 2,500 Germans were 
killed yesterday in what may have 
been their last big-scale attempt to 
break through to their main forces 
to the south. 

MAINTAIN ATTACKS 

Though the Russians threw back 
a new rescue attempt, this time 
from the southeast, yesterday, front 
dispatches said the Germans were 
maintaining the rhythm of their 
counter-attacks, regardless of cost.

During a prolonged visit to Can- 
ada from December'to March, 1942, 
to recover his health because of 
overwork, General McNaughton be- 
came a target for many rumors, 
One of these, published under L, S. 
B. Shapiro's name, from Washing- 
ton, was that McNaughton would 
be supreme commander of the 
second front. Inquiries in Ottawa 
proved this entirely wrong. Shapiro 
also said McNaughton has come 
“within an ace of being selected to 
head the British general staff last 
winter,” (1941-42). 

Dr. H. A. Bruce, Toronto Con- 
servative, suggested in 1942 that 
McNaughton be brought to Canada 
as supreme war minister in the 
Canadian government. 

These incidents demonstrated 
how a general might easily suffer 
too much build-up, for already at 
that time the belief existed in 
military circles that McNaughton 
would not lead the Canadian 
Army into the second front, Fol- 
lowing further intensive army 
manoeuvres in 1943, this belief 
became a certainty, 

Gossip that either General Mc- 
Naughton or the Canadian govern- 
ment sought to prevent the Cana- 
dian Army from getting into action 
are regarded as grossly unfair. 
Both were anxious to have Cana- 
dian forces participate in Allied 
campaigns, but the role assigned 
the army in the defence of Britain 
was still valid until early in 1943.

British Troops 
Kill 700 Japs 
In Two Weeks

NEW DELHI, Feb. 17.—British 

troops have killed more than 700 
Japanese in two weeks of bitter 
jungle fighting on the Arakan 

peninsula in Western Burma, a 
communique said today, and front 
reports indicate the Japanese had 
failed in their attempt to encircle 
and destroy the British column. 

The communique said operations 
to clear British communication 
were continuing and troops of the 
7th Indian Division were maintain- 
ing their positions in the Ngakyed- 
auk Pass leading across the Mayu 
range. 

Reports from the front said the 
Japanese were beginning to run 
short of supplies and ammunition, 
and it was believed that some units 
were threatened with encirclement 
by converging British forces mov- 
ing in from the Taung Bazaar sec- 
tor and from the south. 


MOP UP POCKETS 

In the Kaladan valley to the 
northwest, British West African 
units mopped up the last enemy 
pockets in Kaladan village, where 
the Japanese garrison was reported | 
to have been reduced to eating 
monkeys. 

Brisk patrol fighting continued 
in the Tiddim area of the Chin 
Hille and in the Hukawng river 
valley, where Chinese troops made 
further advances beyond Taipha 
Ga. 

American fighters and fighter- 
bombers struck heavily at Jap- 
anese troops and supply centres 
in Northern Burma Tuesday and 
Wednesday, while British dive 
bombers attacked enemy lines in 
the Arakan battle area, 

R.A.F. heavy bombers pounded a 
half-dozen enemy centres in Cen- 
tral Burma Tuesday night, includ- 
ing Prome, Rangoon and Moulmein, 
and bombed the Thailand capital 
of Bangkok. 


Red Air Force 
Holds Initiative 


MOSCOW, Feb, 17—(AP)—Lieut, 
Col, Nikolai Denisov declared yes- 
terday the Red Air Force now 
holds the initiative on the entire 
German-Russian fighting front. 
Aerial operations have been in- 
creasing, he said. 

A Moscow news correspondent 
disclosed 42-year-old Col, Gen.

dian Light Infantry, enlisting Dec. 
4, 1915. He won his commission in 
the field in 1918. 

Mr. McClung returned here in 
1919, and on being demobilized, re- 
sumed his studies at the University 
of Alberta. In 1920-21 he was man- 
ager of the U. of A, rugby team, 
and was a platoon commander in 
the University Company, C.O.T.C, 
Also, he was a member of the stu- 
dent court, the committee of stu- 
dent affairs, In 1923 he was select- 
ed as valedictorian of his class. 

In the years 1924-25 he won the 
1.0.D.E. scholarship entitling him 
to study at Oxford University, and 
in University circles here and 
abroad was considered an unusu- 
ally brilliant student. At Oxford 
he specialized for three years in 
the study of international law and 
constitutional history. 

He was a member of the United 
Church of Canada, the Masonic 
lodge and the Edmonton club. In 
athletics his main interests were 
centred on golf and curling. 

After joining the attorney-gener- 
al’s department in 1927, his main 
activities were in law, He served 
as a solicitor to the department for 
several years. Early in his career 
with the department his ability be- 
came recognized and he was called 
upon to represent the department, 
and the crown in prosecuting cases 
in police court. 

On the retirement of E. B, 
Cogswell, K.C., as crown prose- 
cutor in the Supreme court, Mr. 
McClung in 1936 was appointed 
to succeed him, Later he was ap- 
pointed a King’s Counsel. 

Mr. McClung’s fairness and iri- 
partiality in dealing with cases won 
him respect even among those 
whom he had to prosecute. 

His mother, publicly known as 
Nellie McClung, is the author of 
several books, while her articles 
have been widely published. She is 
known as a lecturer. She sat for 
one term as a member for Edmon- 
ton in the Alberta legislature, be- 
ing elected at the provincial gen- 
eral election of 1921. 

In addition to his wife and two 
children, Mr. McClung is survived 
by three brothers and one sister. 

A funeral service will be held 
Saturday at 2 p.m. from Howard 
and McBride's funeral chapel. 
Capt. Robert Pearson will officiate, 
and burial will be in the Edmon- 
ton cemetery. 


Tributes to the Jate Mr. McClung 
were paid in suprme court cham- 
bers Thursday morning by Mr. Jus- 
tice G, B, O'Connor, and S, H. Me-

Society of Alberta. 

Mr. Justice O'Connor said I 
learned with regret of the death of 
a member of the Edmonton bar, J.

Col. Ralston also said there now 
are about 11,000 deserters from the 
army in both general service and 
call-up categories, 

The figures for desertions 
among call-up troops cover a 
period two months longer than 
the figures for total army deser- 
tions. However, making allow- 
ance for this time difference, de- 
sertions among call-up troops 
since May apparently still would 
be above the 1,000 mark. 

Thus they would amount to more 
than half the increase of 2,000 in 
total army desertions for the same 
period.

19,000 MEN ENROLLED 


Col. Ralston said yesterday 19,000 
men had been enrolled for service 
after call-up, during the last nine 
months of 1943.

The total of men enrolled for 
compulsory training at March 31 
was about 65,000. Following the 
general service enlistments and

The effective strength had been 
further reduced to 68,000 by leaves 
for essential work granted to 5,000 
call-up men.

QUEBEC, Feb, 17.—(CP)—The

“If the Westminster statute has a 
significance and if the statements 
made during imperial conferences 
during the last 20 years mean some- 
thing, it is impossible to accept and 
to conciliate with our own interests 
a one-direction policy engaging the 
whole empire,” he said.

PEOPLE WARNED 

He then recalled a meeting he 
held at Ste.

County, last fall and said he warn- 
ed the population against a cam- 
paign to favor immigration in the 
post-war period. 

He read a letter which, he said, 

was addressed to Rabbi J. 
Schwartz of Montreal, in which it 
was said that “the Zionist inter- 
national fraternity would support 
financially all Liberal candidates 
who agree openly or secretly to 
support in the House of Com- 
mons the government scheme for 
the establishment on Quebec 
farms of 100,000 Jewish refugees 
from central Europe.” 

Mr. Duplessis added that the let 
ter was “authentic” and that Rabbi 
Schwartz was director of the Zion- 
ist Society of Canada. He said that 
the letter, signed by H. L. Rosco- 
vitz, was dated Oct. 14; 1943 and 
was received at the Mount Royal 
hotel in Montreal, He also showed 
an envelope on which were shown 
stamps and marks of its passing 
through the Montreal post office.

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The Multi-Party Tradition 


Quebec nationalists who failed to suc- 
ceed in a bid for the leadership of the 
notorious Bloc Populaire are said to be 
considering the formation of still another 
party. This will be headed, it is believed, 
by Rene Chaloult, who attained such un- 
enviable prominence in his campaign 
against the referendum on national mili- 
tary service in 1942, 

Now there is no provision in the Cana- 
dian constitution against the formation of 
new political parties. British tradition, 
however, appears to liold that the two- 
party system offers quite adequate oppor- 
tunity for political expression, and that the 
establishment of new third or fourth or 
fifth parties frequently is based on pique, 
resentment or sectional selfishness, 

At any rate, it has been abundantly 
shown that jealousy and selfishness, ex- 
pressing themselves in a multiplicity of 
parties, were the downfall of modern 
France. 

It seems odd, then, that the people of 
Quebec, pretending to despise republican 
France and all its works, should seem 
anxious to fall into the same tradition of 
political confusion as ruined the republic. 

Sectionalism and jealousy and ill-will, 
one may presume, bear the same fruits 
everywhere. 


A Start on Refunding 


The city council has given first reading 
to a by-law authorizing the raising of 
$1,770,000 by the issue and sale of new 
debentures, in a refinancing operation. 
This apparently was the extent to which 
the bond dealers’ association were found 
willing to agree to refunding at present. 

The arrangement will be welcome to 
the taxpayers in so far as it reduces in- 
terest charges, though the amount is small 
in comparison to the $26,000,000 of out- 
standing city debentures. It is welcome 
also as arousing a hope that further repre- 
sentations may secure consent to further 
and larger refinancing operations, 

At least the point is conceded that 3 per 
cent is a fair rate of interest on Edmonton 
debentures, in view of the present and 
prospective rental value of money. This 
establishes a basis for further negotiations 
with a view to refunding as much as 
possible of the remaining outstanding 
issues, 

There is no prospect whatever that the 
holders of Edmonton bonds will be able to 
reinvest their money when these mature 
at better rates of interest and with as good 
security. This is admitted by the consent 
of the bond dealers to “exchange” some 
early maturing issues for 3 per cent’s. The 
fact should count for something when fur- 
ther refunding proposals are made. 


Utility Profits Up 


Edmonton’s street railway produced a 
surplus of more than $26,000 last year, a 
betterment of $40,000 from the $17,000 
deficit of the year before, though a larger 
amount of earnings was set aside as re- 
serves. 

There is no mystery about this sharp 
reversal of the financial outcome. The 
cars last year were crowded; that explains 
it. Because of heavy traffic, Edmonton 
people have the advantage of the cheapest 
atreet railway service on the continent, 
without the system losing money. 

The other utilities earned large sur- 
pluses, as they regularly do. Together 
these enterprises, after setting aside larger 
renewal reserves than usual, paid $1,170,- 
811 into the city treasury in taxes and 
profits. Without this contribution, prop- 
erty and business taxes for the year would 
have had to be 20 mills higher in order to 
produce the same amount of city revenue. 

The amounts set aside by the utilities 
for reserves during the year totalled $1,- 
343,000, Adding the balance on hand at 
the end of 1942 and deducting the amount 
Spent on renewals last year left approxi- 
mately $1,600,000 in the reserve funds at 
the close of 1943. 

The prospect is that the utilities will 
have another prosperous year in 1944, net 
earnings perhaps even exceeding those of 
1943, The city is still growing and employ- 
ment is general. These are the conditions 
in which the use of water, light, power, 
telephones and street car service expands. 


Less Food for Nazis 


Less thrilling than the war news of the 
day, but rivalling it in importance, is the 
fact that this spring the Russans will be 
able to sow crops on 100,000 or 125,000 
square miles of their most productive land 
from which they have gathered little or 
nothing in the last three seasons, 

A strip of territory 800 miles long and 
averaging more than 100 miles wide, lying 
along the western frontier from the Baltic 
to the Black Sea has been wrested from the 
enemy by the Red army, and can be turned 
back into production by the Russians, so 
far as manpower and other conditions will 
permit. 

This great belt was overrun by the 
Nazis in the summer of 1941. The retreat- 
ing Russians may have carried away some 
of the immature grain and root crops, but 
not more than a fraction, The fighting 
front was far enough to the east that the 
enemy was no doubt able to sow a good 
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pends on Financial Reform 


part of the area and reap substantial har- 
vests in the falls of 1942 and 1943, 

What it meant to the Russians to be 
deprived of at least two full crops from this 
territory—including much of the Ukraine 
wheatlands—can be hazily understood 
when it is noted that the area compares 
fairly closely with that of the wheat belt 
of western Canada. The invaders and the 
people back in the Reich of course fared 
well in the same degree that the owners of 
the land suffered scarcity, In broad terms 
the Hitlerite forces lived largely on the 
country they occupied. 

The situation will be reversed during 
the coming year, for it seems now certain 
that the enemy will be pushed well beyond 
the Russian border by seeding time. This 
reverse will operate in two directions. The 
Russians will have more to eat, and the 
Nazis less. What may be left of Hitler's 
eastern armies, together with the civilians 
in the Reich, will have to be fed from crops 
grown in Germany, northern France and 
perhaps western Poland. Belts in the 
Fuehrer’s empire will have to be drawn 
tighter, while belts In Russia can be loos- 
ened a bit. 

This shortening of the food supply may 
be as severe a blow to the Hitler power as 
the loss of his Italian ally, Hungry soldiers 
cannot fight and hungry war-workers can- 
not turn out munitions. 


Another school house has been burned 
in a Doukhobor settlement west of Nelson. 
It went up in smoke just after a band of 
the “peculiar people” had camped in the 
building for three days. As British Colum- 
bia is demanding that the Japs be expelled, 
how about asking Stalin if he would mind 
taking back the Douks? At least the Japs 
do not seem to have had school house fires 
as a regular feature in their commun- 
ity life. 


Dr. Pierre Gauthier, “Bloc’’ member for 
Portneuf, fared worse than the C.C.F. 
with his sub-amendment to the address at 
Ottawa. The Dr. wanted the members to 
record regret that the Government had 
not suspended the military call-up and had 
not stopped participating in the mutual 
aid arrangement among the United Na- 
tions. Only 7 of them did so, while 171 
voted down his proposition. That probably 
represents fairly well the proportion of

Nationalize Policy of 
Bank of Canada Is First 
Need 


By G. G. McGEER, K.C., M.P., 
Liberal, Vancouver-Burrard 


The Dominion of Canada is now 
| iaunohed upon a definite and far- 

reaching program of planned econ- 
omy. Indeed while the war is still 
in its most critical stages Canada 
as a nation has accepted social 
security as the main objective of 
our national life. 

The program aims to establish a 
national minimum of social secur- 
ity and human welfare contemplat- 
ing employment for all who are 
able and willing to work; standards 
of nutrition and housing adequate 
to secure the health of the whole 
population; and National insurance 
against privation resulting from un- 
employment, accident, sickness, 
death of the bread-winner and old 
age. 


Rehabilitation 


The program includes the de- 
mobilization, rehabilitation and re- 
establishment in civil life of the 
men and women in the armed forces 
and in war industries. Plans for 
the rehabilitation of veterans are 
already well under way. Unem- 
ployment insurance is in partial op- 
eration and a limited system of old 
age pensions has been in effect 
since 1927, The remainder of the 
plan has yet to be developed and 
enacted. Upon the success or failure 
of this vast program will depend 
the contentment and the security 
of Canadians in the post-war 
period. 


The greatest danger to the suc- 
cess of the plan will be found in the 
failure of those responsible for its 
execution to grasp the magnitude 
of the annual cost involved. Wheth- 
er or not we can face with confi- 
dence and maintain in unbroken 
continuity the circulation of the 
medium of exchange required to 
bring such a program into effective 
and successful operation will re- 
quire great changes in our attitudes 
to the power of the nation to fin- 
ance its own going concern activity. 

If we revert to the theories of 
orthodox finance that dominated 
our national economy from 1920 to 
1939 such a program is doomed to 
failure. The suspicion that in some 
quarters we are already commenc- 
ing to revert to the theories and 
practices that brought about the 
boom and depression years of the 
interwar period is not without foun- 
dation. 


National Income 


In a recent interview Dr. W. A. 
McIntosh, special assistant to the 
UWeputy minister of finance, stated 
that Canada’s national income could 
be maintained at a level between 
six and six and one-half billion dol- 
lars annually in the post-war pe- 
riod, which would support a tax re- 
covery of two billion a year which 
would liquidate the war debt and 
sustain the social securities plan- 
ned, including the needs of veter- 
ans.

the depression but of the war itself. 

Certainly in the years immediate- 
ly preceding the war our financiers

only be broken by improvements 
in world trade and the centraliza- 
tion of the taxing powers of the 
provinces and municipalities in the 
federal government, That was the 
rock upon which the Sirois Con- 
ference broke up in the Dominion. 
The type of thinking offered by 
Dr. MclIntosh’s conclusions indi- 
cates that the Department of Fin- 
ance has yet to bring itself abreast 
of the times.

In this war we have had to change 
every concept of war and of financ- 
ing that existed until we were en- 
gulfed in this global struggle.

Anzac Groups Draw “Pacific Charter” 


Object to Present Play of 
Power Politics in Far 


East

OTTAWA.—The Australian min- 
ister of external affairs, Dr. H. V. 
Evatt, referred to the Australia- 
New Zealand Agreement, 1944, 
which was signed at Canberra on 
January 21, as “a Pacific Charter.” 
The agreement, from the full text 
available in Ottawa, shows that it 
is, indeed, a statement of aspira- 
tions along the lines of the Atlantic 
Charter as its principles might be 
applied to the Pacific. The task to 
which Australia and New Zealand 
have set their hands is simply to 
erect, under their joint initiative, a 
structure of democratic rights in 
the Pacific along the lines of the 
Atlantic declaration of Jan. 1, 1942. 

The fact that Australia and New 
Zealand have agreed to follow the 
line of full collaboration and unity 
of action in matters of common con- 
cern has deep significance for the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, 
as Prime Minister Curtin intimated 
in a speech at the opening of the 
Canberra conference on Jan. 18. 


Drift Apart 

In the past these two’ dominions 
have not developed co-operation to 
an effective stage. The drift be- 
tween them has been apart rather 
than together, in the past 25 years. 
When I was in Wellington, New 
Zealand, early in December, the 
first Australian high commissioner 
to New Zealond, Hon. T, G. D. Al- 
ton, had just arrived. In their ex- 
ternal relations, the Pacific domin- 
ions have just begun to orientate

his comment on the agreement, re-

Regionalism 

With Clause 14 in mind, the em- 
phasis found in the Australia-New 
Zealand Agreement upon regional- 
ism may be fitted easily into the 
concept of a future association al 
all peace-minded nations in keep- 
ing the peace. The Pacific domin 
ions, from their declaration, show 
readiness to assume responsibili- 
ties for keeping the future peace of 
the Pacific. They will undertake 
the job of policing their region of 
the world, together or in collabora- 
tion with other nations, 

This feature has special import- 
ance to Australia and New Zealand, 
for from it the logical deduction 
may be made that these Domin- 
ions, as policemen, would main- 
tain important sectors of their war 
industries in future. This would be 
a matter of high aconomic import- 
ance to these countries, The Agree- 
ment also defines “the doctrine of 
trusteeship” as the principle that 
should be followed in dealing with 
colonial territories in the Pacific.

Mackenzie mountain range was at! 
one time a precarious adventure | 


to turn back by the cruel winter of 
1942-43, 

Transportation during the four 
and a half months of open water in 
this region, less than a hundred 
miles south of the Arctic Circle, 
also is a precarious undertaking. 

Great Slave Lake, about the size 
and shape of Lake Erie, is a great 
body of water and strange “willy- 
waws” similar to the dreaded tem- 
pests of the Alettian chain spring 
out of the Artic and twist along 
the Mackenzie river to whip Great 
Slave lake into a frothing sea. 

On this winter route is a 16-mile 
portage from Fitzgerald to Fort 
Smith over which all equipment 
needed at Norman Wells had to be 
pulled by the ubiquitous tractor 
and launched again. 

The Alaska Highway was also 
another essential to the comple- 
tion of the Canol project since 
materials and equipment were 
carried in over the Alaska High-

However, on the western slope 
of the Mackenzie range there is the 
great Yukon River valley which 
compared to the Mackenzie River 
side of the mountain range is a 
gentle sloping country-side, , al- 
though more rugged than most ter- 
rain scen by the average man in 
his lifetime. 


FEAT ACCOMPLISHED 

However, this challenging en- 
gineering feat has been accom- 
plished and men of the north will 
tell long tales of the hardships on 
long winter nights for years to 
come, 

The Alaska Highway, the Canol 
project and the air fields are in- 
tegral parts of one unit, each com- 
plementing one another, for the 
defence of the North American 
continent and a possible offensive 
route against Japan.

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Nine Bills Get 
Second Reading, 
Six Introduced 


Second reading was given in 
the legislature Wednesday after- 
noon to nine bills, the first to be 
advanced through that process in 
the new session, Six new bills 
were introduced, bringing the 
total of this session to 29 to date. 
An act to amend the Building 
Associations’ Act was first to be 
givenu second reading. It was 
brought into the house by Premier 
Ernest Manning, minister of trade 
and industry. The bill will give to 
the supervisor of co-operative ac- 
tivities, full authority to carry out 
the functions of a board which the 
act calls for. 

MEMBERS NAMED 

J, C. Mahaffy, K.C., Independent, 
Calgary, asked who made up the 
board referred to in the act and 
was told the members were W. S. 
Gray, K.C., of the department of the 
attorney-general; W. OD. Stacey, 
superintendent of buildings, | 


de- 
partment of public works; and W. 
D, King, deputy minister of trade 
and industry. 

In reply to further questions by 
Mr. Mahaffy, Mr. Manning said one 
co-operative building association 
has been in operation for more 
than a year, and a second is in the 
process of being organized, if it is 
not already completely organized. 

The original association, the 
premier said, has advanced loans 
for the building of 38 homes, and 
government assistance to it has 
amounted to $60.000, principally 
by loans from the insurance of- 
fice. 

Mr. Mahaffy declared there 
should be a board or should not 
be a board, under the act. If the 
board was i.ot to function, it should 
be wiped out. The amendment 
would make for a_ responsible 
board, and a responsible super- 
visor, giving a conflict of responsi- 
bility which is not good. 

“The minister should make up his 


_mind whether he wants a board or 


a supervisor,” said Mr. Mahaffy. 


BOTH ARE WANTED 

“We want both,” said the pre- 
mier, 

After this brief discussion, 
bill received second reading. , 

Mr. Mahaffy opened discussion 
on a second bill up for second 
reading, an act to amend the Dairy- 
men’s Act. The Calgary member 
took exception to the phrase, “This 
act shall come into force on the day 
upon which it is assented to,” 
which is appended to many gov- 
ernment bills. 

He said that the Alberta Inter- 
pretation Act provides that acts 
are to come into force on July 1, 
following the session at which 
they were introduced, unless it 
was otherwise provided. 

A bill under the present system 
becomes law when it is assented to 
by the lieutenant-governor, Mr. 
Mahaffy continued, although it 
was sometimes months later before 


the 


the new laws were available in 
printed form to the public. 
In cases of emergency, an act 


should become law as soon as as- 
sent is given, the M.L.A. continued, 
but in the case of average legisla- 
tion, it was suggested it should not 
} come into effect until July 1, so its} 
| provisions could become better 
{known to those whom it would af- 
fect, 

| MAYNARD ANSWERS 

Hon, Lucien Maynard, K.C., at- 
torney-general, answered Mr, Ma- 
haffy, and said there is a mailing 
list containing some 400 names, 
mainly of lawyers, who receive} 
printed copies of bills as soon as 
they are distributed in the Legis- 
lature. In this way, interested part- 
ies receive opportunity to inspect 
new legislation, before it is through 
third reading stage in the House. 

Mr. Maynard also said provi- 
sion has been made in certain 
bills in the past, that they should 
not come into force until pro- 
claimed, This feature has been 
the subject of criticism, he point- 
| ed out. 

There was no justification for 
holding up an ordinary bill until 
July 1, said Mr. Maynard, just be- 
fore the bill received its second 
| reading.

Fish Dealers 
Placed Under 
Strict Control 


To license all fish dealers, 
wholesalers and persons operat- 
ing fishing stations, a new act 
was brought down in the legisla- 
ture Wednesday afternoon by 
Hon. N. E. Tanner, minister of 
lands and mines. 

The minister explained after the 
house rose that purpose of the new 
regulations is to institute a rigid 
inspection system to prevent fish 
infestation from becoming a seri- 
ous threat to the export and local 
fish trade. Similar legislation has 
been in effect in Manitoba since 
1942, and‘it is proposed that all 
three of the prairie provinces have | 
regulations along the same lines. 


TO ISSUE LICENSES 

According to the new act, the 
government is to issue licenses for 
fish dealers, fishing station oper- 
ators, fish processors, wholesalers, 
exporters, retailers, and others en- 
gaged in the handling of fish, The 
licenses are to show for which class | 
of business they are issued, and 
may cover more than one class of 
operation. | 

The act requires records to be 
kept of all transactions relating | 
to the sale and export of fish, 
showing the date of the transac- 
tions; the name, address and 
license number of the dealer to 
whom fish are delivered, and the 
species and quality of fish sold 
or handled, 

Every carrier, whether a common | 
carrier or not, and including the} 
owner or driver of a motor vehicle, 
is required under the new Act to 
obtain from a shipper or seller of 
fish a signed statement setting out 
the species of fish, and quantity, to 
be included in a shipment; and the 

name, address and license number} 
of the shipper. 
PENALTIES PROVIDED 

Persons who are convicled of in-| 
fractions of the regulation are to 
be subject to fines of not more than} 

$200 on first offence, or imprison- 
ment for not more than a month. | 
For a second offence, the maximum | 
fine is to be $500, or not more than | 
three months’ imprisonment. Cor- 
porations convicted of infractions 
are subject to a fine not in excess 
of $1,000. 

Departmental officers are to 
have the power to stop and 
search without a search warrant, 
any vehicle, aircraft, vessel, or | 
railway car, where reasonable 
evidence exists that such convey- 
ances contain fish to be sold, 
stored, bought or processed con- 
trary to provisions of the Act. 
Fish found in the course of such 
a search are subject to confiscation. 
Licenses of a person convicted of 
an offence against the Act are to be! 
deemed cancelled, but they may be 
reinstated on the authority of the 
minister of lands and mines.

City Employees 
Receive Offer 


Wage Increase, 


Inclusion of the cost-of-living 
bonus in the basic salary of civic 
employees, and a two per cent in- 
Crease of salary for all civic em- 
ployees were the main terms 
offered by the city commission- 
ers to the Federation of Civic 
Employees’ request for wage in- 
creases and improved working 
conditions for the year 1944, 
Commissioner John Hodgson 
stated that the commissioners’ 
offer to the employees would cost 
approximately $76,000, 


The federation, through its 
executive, asked for a $20 monthly 
increase for all civic employees, 
the inclusion of the cost of living 
bonus in the basic wage rate, and 
also the appointment of a board of 
referees to handle all labor dis- 
putes. 

Negotiations are now being car- 
ried out also at Calgary, and civic 
employees there have requested a 
$25 a month increase over the basic 
wage for employees paid on a 
monthly basis, and 15 cents an hour 
increase for hourly men; three 
weeks holiday with pay, and a clos- 
ed shop. 

The city commissioners in the 
southern city have turned down 
the closed shop request, and 
after three meetings with em- 
ployees have offered all employ- 
ees $18.50 a month increase to be 
applied in the form of a bonus. 


In the Edmonton proposal the 
cost of living bonus to single em- 
ployees without dependents will be 
automatically increased to the $2 
weekly rate now paid married em- 
ployees and single employees with 
depenedents. Formerly this classi- 
fication received $1 weekly. 

A meeting of the Civic Service 
Union has been called for Friday 
afternoon, Feb, 18, to consider the 
commissioners’ proposals. This 
meeting will be held at the civic 
block.

According to the new act, @ 
member of the provincial execu- 
tive council is to be appointed as 
minister of public welfare, by the 
lieutenant-governor in council. 
Provision is made for the appoint- 
ment of a deputy minister and 
other officers, as well as Clerks 
and stenographers, Outies and 
salaries of such departmental em- 
ployees are to be set by the gov- 
ernor-in-council, subject to pro- 
visions of the Public Service Ef- 
ficiency act. 
Under terms of the new bill, the 
public welfare department may: 

1—Institute inquiry into and col- 
lect information and statistics re- 
lating to all matters of public wel- 
fare; 

2—Disseminate information in 
such manner and form as may be 
found best adapted to promote pub- 
lic welfare; 

$3—Secure the observance and 
execution of the provisions of all 
acts and regulations dealing with 
matters of public welfare; 

4—Take or direct such matters 
as may seem suitable for the pro- 
motion of public welfare; 


INVESTIGATE ACTIVITIES 
5—Investigate, inspect and re- 

port upon all activities, agencies, 

organizations, associations and in- 


stitutions having for their object 
the social welfare of men, women 
and children in the province which 
are not under the control of any 
other department of the public ser- 
vice of the province; 

Recommend to the lieutenant- 
governor-in-council regulations re- 
specting welfare institutions, or- 
ganizations of agencies and gov- 
erning the soliciting of alms, food, 
clothing, moneys and contributions 
of any kind for charitable or ben- 
evolent purposes in the province, 

The governor-in-council is em- 
powered under the Act to de- 
clare, on the minister of public 
welfare’s recommendation, that 
any charitable institution or class 
of institution is to be subject to 
the control of the minister. Regu- 
lations may also be made relating 
to the affairs of such institutions, 
particularly in respect to the pro- 
curing of funds from the public 
and as to their application. 

Formation of the new department 
was forecast in the Speech from 
the Throne read when the Legis- 
lature opened last Thursday. As 
yet, the government has not indi- 
cated who is to head the*depart- 
ment. 

Until the present time, public 
welfare matters have been admin- 
istered by the Hon. Dr. W. W. 
Cross, whose full portfolio has been 
minister of health and public wel- 
fare.

This year, with the Bank Act 
coming up for revision, is the | 
time to take away from private 
corporations the control of cur- 
rency and credit, and put it into 
the hands of the Bank of Canada

A. E. Fee, Social Credit M.L.A., 
for Sedgewick, said in the Legis- 
lature Wednesday, when he took 
part in the debate on the Speech 
from the Throne. 


The Sedgewick M.L.A. said he 
felt that with that control in the 
Bank of Canada’s hands, it would 
be possible to effect the big post- 
war reconstruction plans that are 
being made. He suggested that the 
word “construction” would be more 
apt than the word “reconstruction.” 


RIGHT TO PROTEST 

It was only correct that there 
should be the right to protest 
where a policy which is being car- 
ried out is not in the best interests 
of Canada, said the member, in re- 
ference to remarks made early this 
week by James Walker, Independ- 
ent M.L.A. for Warner riding, and 
Independent House Leader, who ob- 
jected to the word “practicable” 
where it was used in the Speech 
from the Throne. 

(The Throne Speech stated, “My 
government will continue to give 
full co-operation and assistance to 
the federal government, in all prac- 
ticable measures designed to hast- 
en a victorious peace.”) 

With reference to a remark 
made by J. J. Bowlen, Liberal 
M.L.A. for Calgary, that he was 
unable to understand the eco- 
nomic theories of the Social 
Credit party, Mr. Fee told the 
House that both G. G. McGeer, 

K.C., M.P., of Vancouver, and 
the council of Vancouver Board 
of Trade did, He said he won- 
dered why so little was being 
heard from these people. 

He also referred to the promises 
Premier W. L. Mackenzie King had 
made in reference to Social Credit 
plans, during the Dominion general 
election of 1935.

Bill Is Introduced to Set U 


Chamber Urges 
More Cars For 


Alberta Grain 


The Edmonton Chamber of 
Commerce on Wednesday sent a 
letter to Hon. James A, Mac- 
Kinnon, M.P., minister of trade 
and commerce, urging that more 
freight cars be made available to 
the province of Alberta for the 
movement of grain, and that the 
embargo on coarse grain ship- 
ments to the lakehead be re- 
moved, or that some other outlet 
be found for coarse grains. 

This action was taken following 
approval by the regular meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce council 
at the Corona hotel. 

Pointing out that Northern Al- 
berta farmers are suffering at the 
present time from a combination 
of circumstances which seriously 
restrict the sale of wheat and 
coarse grains, the chamber said 
that the most urgent need at pres- 
ent is the necessity for the move- 
ment of coarse grains. 

“The embargo on the shipment 
of course grains to the lakehead, 
and the serious lack of cars avail- 
able to move authorized shipments 
of wheat, have caused congestion 
in local elevators so that in effect 
there is also. an embargo on the 
delivery of grain to the elevators,” 
the Chamber wrote. 

The letter pointed out that 
Northern Alberta farmers in- 
creased the production of coarse 
grains at the request of the 

Dominion government, and that 
the present congestion is a re- 
sult of an unequitable distribu- 
tion of railway cars for transport- 
ing wheat from the provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. 

According to the records of the 
Board of Grain Commissioners 
covering the movement of grain 
from the three prairie provinces 
from Dec. 3, 1943, to Feb, 8, 1944, 
the letter continued, the figures 
indicate that “Alberta is not getting 


|its proper quota of cars.” 


The, letter also pointed out that 
“much of the coarse grain in this 
district will not merit top grades 

. and if as might be indicated 
by the failure to find a place for 
these coarse grains, buyers become 
more discriminating and will only 
take high grade oats,” the result 
may be a decrease in the value of 
the lower grades and “the farmers 
will suffer as a result,” 


INABILITY TO SELL 

The letter stressed the inability 
of farmers to sell their products 
with resulting financial distress and 
appealed for prompt consideration 
of this matter. 

“We will appreciate your prompt 
consideration of this matter and 
hope that relief will be secured as 
expeditiously as possible,” the let- 
ter, signed by Reg. T. Rose, Ex- 
ecutive Secretary, concluded,

Talks on North_ Free Education 


Is Essential For 
This Province 


Education should be absolutely 
free-in Alberta, J. Percy Page, 
Independent M.L.A. for Edmon- 
ton, declared in the Legislature 
Thursday afternoon, speaking in 
the debate on the Speech from 
the Throne. 

Financial inability to pay should 
not be a deterrent to those boys 
and girls who have the capacity, in- 
dustry and desire for educational 
advancement, he said. 

Mr. Page, who is president of the 
Independent Citizens’ Association, 
and principal of a commercial High 
School in this city, made a strong 
plea for more optional subjects on 
Alberta schools’ curriculum, 

“We believe that there is far too 
much dissimilarity among the 
courses of study in the four west- 
ern provinces. When _ students 
transfer from one province to an- 
other, there is a serious waste of 
time. The situation could be rem- 
edied easily by offering a greater 
number of optional subjects,” he 
said. 

When the present course of study 
was introduced, it was promised 
that it would be so flexible that any 
child might exercise the widest 
choice in the selection of his sub- 
jects, in order to develop his cap- 
acities along the lines where his 
aptitudes might lie. Now, the de- 
partment of education is “back- 
tracking”, and adding materially to 
the list of compulsory subjects, said 
Mr. Page. 

The high rate of elimination 
from the high schools throughout 
the province is a matter of grave 

concern, and may well suggest 
that our courses are not suffici- 
ently practical to maintain the 
students’ interest, he continued, 
The Legislature was told that as 

a means of establishing a strong, 
virile agriculture in Alberta, every 
effort should be made to give a 
practical approach to rural prob- 
lems, Agriculture must be ele- 
vated to a position equal to that of 
the professions, and its dignity and 
value stressed in the educational 
system. 

Mr. Page continued: “We be- 
lieve that a co-operative system 
of education should be establish- 
ed in our high schools, whereby 
certain credits would be allowed 
for part-time experience in indus- 
try, offices, stores, and on the 
farms.” 

He spoke of the Independent 
party’s platform, as adopted at the 
recent Calgary convention, saying 
it was definitely promised by the 
group, that if elected, a much 
greater share of the cost of educa- 
tion would be assumed. In the cities 
of Edmonton and Calgary, Mr. Page 
said that only seven cents out of 
each dollar necessary for the up- 
keep of the schools is paid by the 
provincial government. 

The government arranges the 
courses of study, and authorizes 
the text books, while the school 
boards act as little more than fi- 
nance committees ‘to keep the 
schools in operation, he stated. 


A RECOMMENDATION 

Mr. Page referred to a recent 
recommendation of the American 
Council on Education, in which it 
was said, “The curriculum should 
make definite provision for fur- 
ther training connected with the 
adjustment of youth to the em- 
ployment opportunities that are 
available.” He said that’ more than 
once he has urged exactly the same 
thing, only to be told, “The depart- 
ment is not particularly interested 
in vocational training.”

Alberta School 
Holiday Period 
July 16-Sept. 30 


School holidays in Alberta this 
summer will run from July 16 to 
Sept. 30, according to terms of @ 
bill brought into the legislature 
Wednesday afternoon by Hon, 
Solon E. Low, minister of educae 
tion, The bill amends the Operas 
tion of Schools (War) Act, intro- 
duced at the last session of the 
house, which set the summer holi- 
day period from Aug. 1 to Oct. 9 
for this year. 

Because of week-end holidays, 
effect of the new legislation on the 
school vacation this year will mean 
schools will close on Friday, July 
14, and will not re-open until Mone 
day, Oct. 2, providing an 11-weel 
holiday period. 


MANY REQUESTS 

Mr. Low announced the change 
in the holiday period some time 

ago, after numerous requests had 
been made by organizations and 
persons interested. The holiday 
period was changed to help relieve 
the critical labor situation that 
existed on farms last summer, but 
has been the subject of much 
criticism since, 

The holiday period in 1943 ran 
from the end of June to Oct. 12, 
the longest period ever known, 
Legislation which changed the 
summer holiday period last year 
also cut the Easter vacation 
period down to one day. Easter 
Monday. This change will still 
stand, “for the duration.” 

A second school bill, to amend 
the School Attendance Act, was 
also introduced Wednesday by Mr, 
Low. It requires that when a 
pupil reaches the age of 15 years

WASHINGTON—Had a visit from | 
a Red Cross worker, back from one} 
of our fronts yesterday afternoon. | 
I was impressed by her feeling that 
we, at home, were not giving the 
proper respect to the overseas boys 
when they return, permanently or 
on furlough. I imagine that any boy 
coming back to his home is made 
much of and listened to, But in 
many places, particularly ports of 
debarkation, we are so crowded and 
so busy that we do not give as much 
thought as we should to what it 
would mean to these boys if every 
one of us gave them the respect and 
attention due them. 

sHow many of us know our over- 
seas ribbons, and can tell by looking 
at them where our boys have ser- 
ved? That would be a good thing 
to know. If we never missed a 
chance to make a man feel at home 
in our city or town even though it 
was far from his home, it would 
help. We could make quite a change 
in the first few days which he 
spends back in the United States 
and which he has looked forward to 
for weary months, if we were al- 
ways ready to render him any ser- 
vice in our power. 

I want to give you excerpts from 
two letters which have just come 
to me and which will show what 


| people from home mean to men 


who are overseas, and how re- 
warding it is to feel that one has 
given even a short period of plea- 
sure to these men. The first is from 
of young Red Cross worker whom I 
have known for a long time. “I wish 
you could have seen our men this 
afternoon—the lounge was packed 
—and you could have heard a pin 
drop. They do so appreciate any- 
thing that is good. If only more of 
our top artists would come over 
from America. I don’t think they 
can possibly realize what it means 
to the men so far away from home. 
If they did, they would be proud to

Your Baby 


And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


Because there has been so much 
sickness this season it is timely to 
anticipate a child’s probable visit 
to the doctor's office and prepare 
him for it. 


A child will seldom fear an ex- 
perience with which he is famil- 
iar, it is the unknown and the 
unexpected which terrify him. It 
may seem unnecessary to the par- 
ent to rehearse in advance the 
probable experiences he will 
have in the doctor’s office, but if 
she does she will find how read- 
ily the child will carry through 
the suggestions made to him. 
Even any slight unpleasantness 
will be accepted stoically. 

Begin by describing the doctor’s 
office and the presence there of 
other mothers and children some of 
whom MAY cry, “It’s becausé they 
are frightened,” you say. “They 
don’t know, as you do that the doc- 
tor likes you and wants to make 
you well,” 


Then enumerate the probable 
events. Explain how the measure- 
ments of height and weight are 
managed. Tell him that his tem- 
perature will be taken. Suggest that 
when this happens he may hold 
Mommy's watch and count the min- 
utes, 


Show him how to hold his mouth 
open very very widely while the 
doctor holds his wiggly tongue 
down with a piece of thin wood and 
looks way down into his red, little 
throat, Let him practice saying 
“Ah” very loudly with his mouth 
wide open, Mention the lights by 
means of which the doctor peers 
into his ears and nose and of 
course the “telephone” through 
which he listens to his breathing. 

If there are shots to be given ex- 
plain what they are, what they do 
and how they will feel, Every child 
knows that a pin prick bothers him 
very little. This small pain can 
easily be born by a big boy who 
knows what to expect. 

Always talk about your own 
visits to a doctor, to the dentist 
or even to a hospital as if these 
were pleasurable since they are 
the necessary steps to having 
good health, good teeth or the 
end of pain and illness. One 
never knows at what moment the 
child, faced with like experienc- 
@s, may make an emotional wreck 
of himself and nullify the value 
of doctor, dental or hospital care 
because of his frenzied fear of

The Alberta government should seek co-operation of the 
governments of Saskatchewan and Manitoba with a view to 
joint action in investigation of the possibilities of industrial 
uses for farm products, Elmer BE. Roper, C.C.F. M.L.A. for 
Edmonton, said in the Legislature Wednesday. 

“it is altogether likely that in- * 


terests centred in other parts of 
Canada may not be favorable to 
the development of industrial 
uses for farm products, and may 
exercise a strong influence to 
prevent it,” said Mr. Roper, “This 
may prove to be a matter of very 
great importance to western agri- 
culture.” 


“I suggest, Mr. Speaker, that the 
Alberta government- seek the co- 
operation of the governments of 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba with a 
view to joint action in the matter 
of research now, with a view to 
more definite action after the war.” 


SPEAKS IN DEBATE 
Mr. Roper, lone representative of 
the C.C.F. in the Alberta Assembly, 


was speaking in the debate on the 
Speech from the Throne, and fol- 
lowed Mrs. C. R. Wood, Social 
Credit M.L.A., for Stony Plain, in 
the debate. 


“| wish to refer to another 
question under the heading of 
agriculture which is receiving an 
increasing amount of attention 
from those engaged in the farm- 
ing industry,” the C.C.F. M.L.A. 
continued, “In the two farm con- 
ventions held in the province last 
month, resolutions were passed 
calling upon the government to 
establish experimental commun- 
ity farms, with the aim of pro- 
moting the best possible stand- 
ard of living for the farm popu- 
lation. 

. “No one with any knowledge of 
conditions obtaining in this coun- 
try could fail to recognize that our 
farm population has been to a very 
great extent deprived of most of 
the modern living conveniences 
which are available to urban dwell- 
ers. There are many who contend 
that development along the line of 
co-operative community farming is 
necessary to give the agricultural 
population the full advantage of 
modern techniques.” 


CO-OPERATIVE SYSTEM 

Mr. Roper said it is also con- 
tended that the land can support 
more people in a greatly improved 
standard of living by co-operative 
farming. 

“It seems to me that the re- 
quest of the farm organizations 
that the government should con- 
duct an adequate experiment 
along this line is an entirely rea- 
sonable one,” he told the House. 

The farm population of Canada is 
approximately one-third of the 
total.population of the country, Mr. 
Roper went on, and only in one 
period, from 1915 to 1919, has it re- 
ceived a third of the national in- 
come, In the so-called boom years, 
from 1926 to 1929, it received one- 
sixth, and in the decade from 1930 
to 1940, it received as low as one- 
tenth, 


CAUSE OF CONDITIONS 

“That is the chief reason why 
farm living conditions are not what 
they should be,” he said. “The Can- 
adian Federation of Agriculture in 
its brief to the post-war reconstruc- 
tion committee at Ottawa, called at- 
tention to the deplorable state of 
farm housing in Canada, and the 
general Jack of modern conveni- 
ences in the homes. These condi- 
tions can only be remedied if agri- 
culture receives a fair share of the 
wealth Canada produces, 

“In connection with the ma- 
ternity hospitalization provision, 

1 want to express the hope that 
the arrangement when it is made 
will not throw any part of the 
burden of cost on the hospitals 
or municipalities,” said Mr. 
Roper. 

“I cannot forget that when the 
government assumed responsibility 
for treat:aent of tubercular cases, 
it imposed more than the full cost 
of the service on the farm owners 
of the province, who pay the major 
part of the three-mill social service 
tax with which the government re- 
placed the two-mill supplementary 
revenue tax, 


FREE HEALTH PLAN 


“Why can we not in this province 
go forward at once to a health plan 
that will be free, in the same way 
that our public schools are free?” 
the C.C.F, member asked. He said 
such a plan is in operation in the 
little Dominion of New Zealand, 
and we could have it here, 

“in that connection | want to 
mention the fact that | have heard 
spokesmen for this government 
say or infer that the people of 
New Zealand are taxed five per 
cent to pay for their health ser- 
vices. That is not true, Mr. 
Speaker. 

“The five per cent tax pays also 
for old age pensions, a much more 
generous pension than ours, paid 
at 60 years of age; it pays for 
widows’ allowances, family allow- 
ances, sick benefits, orphans’ bene- 
fits, and others. The cost of medi- 
cal services absorbs only a part of 
the five per cent social security tax 
in New Zealand. 


REFERS TO RESOURCES 


Referring to development of oil 
and other natural resources in the 
province, Mr. Roper said he could 
not forget that the government has 
been assuring the people that the 
oil resources have been and are 
now being developed in the best 
interest of the people of the pro- 
vince, 

“But of course they have not been 
developed in the interests of the 
people, They have been developed 
in the best interest of sharehold- 
ers of the few companies which 
have gained control of the re- 
sources,
